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Introductory Remarks 
by the Chairman 


1.. Mr. Dulles opened the meeting with a statement of the reasons 
for calling the members together on short notice to consider further the 
subject of SNIE 100-4-54 "The Situation with Respect to Certain Islands 
Off the Coast of Mainland China." Mr. Dulles stated that he had given 
a briefing to the NSC on the subject and tha< additional intelligence 
questions were presented which related to the consequences of a Chinese- 
Communist take-over of the islands, and the consequences of US military 
action which might bring the Siro-Soviet treaty into operation. He also 
noted that the NSC had been left with the im-pression that there had been 
some change in the position of some of the members of the lAC on 
NIL|100-4-54 since the lAC had passed the estimate on 4 September. 

Mr. Dulles indicated that he wished to consider the new intelligence 
questions and to clarify the position of the service agencies in order to 

accurately presenting the views of the intelligence community 
^jo the NSC at its meeting in Denver on Sunday, 12 September. He stated 
e considered this to be one of the most important matters that the 
liiC had been called upon to face. Mr. Dulles emphasised that he desired, 
as a result of the deliberations of the committee, a summary and 

supplement of the estimate to serve as a briefing memorandum for his 
use at the Denver meeting.
